The  neighborhood  ot 
Cape  "•(•e  has  received  the  unenviable 
de-sigiiatioii  of  •■  the  graveyard  of  the  At- 
lantic ■'  because  of  the  number  of  disasters 
to  .shipping  that  have  occurred  there,  and 
while  it  is  a  direction  to  masters  of  ship- 
pins;  .steering  towaitls  the  Canadian  shore 
to  keep  at  laast  fifty  miles  to  the  .South  ot 
Cape  Hace,  the  number  of  annnal  ca.sual- 
lles  reported  by  Lloyd's  and  the  Liver- 
pool Underwriters'  Association  bear  evi- 
tlence  as  to  the  absolutely  unavoidable 
ilangers  of  that  route. 

There  is  a  section  of  the  North  Atlantic 
w'-.ich  after  careful  and  prolonged  exam- 
ination has  been  declared  lo  be  an  almost 
entirely  fog  free  zone.  The  I'nited  States 
\\eather  Bureau  Lssues  monthly  pilo; 
charts  of  the  North  Atlantic  (leean.  In 
order  to  make  tlie.se  charts  as  efficient  and 
helpful  as  po.ssible  to  masters  of  shipping, 
blanks  are  provided  to  masters  and  owners 
in  which  is  to  be  tilled  in  such  iiiformatioi; 
;is  to  fogs,  ice.  and  gales  as  mav  come  t<. 
their  knowledge.  This  has  been  carried 
out  for  a  number  of  years  with  tiie  lesiuli 
that  the  existence  of  an  almost  entirely  fo- 
free  and  wind  free  zone  has  been  piaceil 
beyond  .|uesiion.

'I'lie  water  is  leputeil  10  be  so 
deep  iii>lioie  that  a  vessel  of  the  laiiies' 
tonnage  could  safely  lie  close  10  the  shore, 
(iood  iiiateiial,  rock.  .<aiid  and  gravel,  aii- 
available,  and  labour  is  cheap,  and  lit 
estiniaies  thai  a  wharf  sutlicient  to  accom- 
modate the  sieaniers  cdiild  be  built  am' 
ei|uipped  with  rails,  suitable  buil(liiii;s  ain!

It  willlx' apparent,  then,  to  the  most 
casual  observer  tiiat  so  faras  the  Atlantic 
voyage  is  concerned  the  Newfoundland 
ioute  eclipses  all  others,  and  if  the  im- 
portant matter  of  the  fog-free  zone 
through  ':ich  the  i)roposed  line  to  Xew- 
loundiand  will  pass  is  also  taken  into 
'•onsideration  then  there  is  presented  to 
rhe  traveller  the  opportunity  of  crossiiu 
the  Atlantic  with  a  guarantee  of  safetv 
and  exi)edition  which  cannot  attach  tn 
.my  other  line. 

For  the  purpose  of  further  <M)uiparison 
we  will  take  London,  the  world's  metro- 
polis, and  follow  the  mails  and  pas.sen- 
gers  by  the  various  routes  to  tin-  great 
•  eiitres  of  trade.

Liverpool  and  Siiithampion  are 
pretty  well  conjjesled,  and  the  hUh  speeds 
eakulated  could  not.  be  .safely  luaiiitained 
within  ;!()  or  4t»  miles  of  these  ports.  Liv- 
••rpool  i.s  subject  to  fojj.s  of  a  very  denw 
nature,  which  would  occasionally  quite 
diskirganize  traffie.  U  Meem.s  to  me.  there- 
fore, that  the  choice  lies  between  I'IhIi- 
isuartl  and  I'lyinouih.  Kishpuard  is  mote 
central,  but  I'lymoiith  Is  so  near  tin- 
Krench  ;j'.rt  of  ClivrbouiH  that  it  would 
doubtle.ss  add  to  the  revenue  of  the  service 
to  call  there  piior  to  piekini;  up  mails  and 
pasNenjjers  at  IMyiuouth.  Kiirilier,  a.s  the 
lermlnus  of  the  grain  route.  I'lvraouth 
would  appear  to  have  the  special  advnnt.tge 
of  being  a  fortified  port.
